FOUR NOTED BROTEnÈïfâ. 


DAVID, STEPHEN, CTRVS, AND HENRY 
FIELD. 


•The Most Famous Quartette of BrotherB 
, I,{vin{; in America at the Present Day— 
A Brief but Interesting Sketcli of Their 
I.!ves. 
There is rarely a time when one at 
least of the four Field brothers is not 
prominently before the public. Ste- 
phen J. Field has for a number of years 
been an Associate Justice of the high- 
est judicial tribunal in the land, and 
was very prominently mentioned for 
the Chief-Justiceship at the time of 
Judge Waite's death. Not long ago 
Cyrus W. Field drew to himself the 
symi?atliy of the country on account of 
financial reverses that cut down his 
fortune by a few millions. A few 
weeks earlier Henry M. Field added to 
his fame ia a controversy with "Bob" 
Ingersoll, and, from time to time,-David 
Dudley Field, the oldest of the broth- 
ers, looms beforti the jDublic view in 
some important movement of legal re- 
form. 


All the brothers are advanced in 
years, and perhaps l>efore a great 
while the edifice of family greatness 
tlie^' have roared will begin to fall 
a^v av. 


Da-vad Dudley Field, father of the 
four brothers, 
whose 
jiortraits are 
herewitli 
presented, was a 
iiativo 
of 
East 
Gilford 
fnoAV 
Madison), 
i'onu. 
Born May 20, 1781, he died in 
Stockbridge, Mass., 
April 1(5, 18(57. 
Hiough a c lergyman, he was mainly 
tlistingnished for historical researi-hos. 
David Field, his oldest sou, was born 
in Haddam, Conn., Febniary 1:5, 1805. 
He graduated at Williams in 182"). 
The main works on which iMr. Field 
has won his distinction are the politi- 
cal, penal, and civil codes of the ¡State 
of New York. 
These were completed 
in 18(55. New York has adojjted the 
penal code, and California and Dakota 
liave adoi^ted the tliree works. 
These 
compilations suggested to Mr. Field 
tlie preparation of a still more iriipor- 
tant work entitled "Outlines of an lu- 
ternational Code," wliich was com- 
jjleted in 187:5, and has been translated 
into French, Italian and Chinese. The

IXCIDEXTS IN HIS 
EAKLY LIFE. 


His Miiiriaii«-, Thoujfh Hjppy, Has Not 
Take:i Away His Ailiiiira'ion of Fi-iiiaJe 
lii'ant.v—Wliere His I'o iiiral Convictions

On Jan. 27,1850, the guns announcad 
to the inhabitants of Berlin the birth 
of a prince. 
The Princess Royal Vi<'- 
toria had i)resented her husband Avith 
a l)oy, Avho, oa March 5, Avas cliristened 
FrieJrich Wilhelm Viktor Albert. TJie 
boy api>arent!y was quite healthy, but 
later it ap])eared that during his moth- 
er's continement, attended l)y English 
physicians, a grave mistake AX as made, 
in cons '(luenc.' of which the Prince lost 
the partial use of his right arm. This 
circumstance was a matter of great im- 
poriance, because it instilled in the 
mind of the A'oung Prince a certain 
I^rejudice against everything English, a

Henry Martyn Avas born in Stock- 
bridge," Jiass.. Ajiril :5,1822, and gradu- 
ated at Williams in 18:^8. He studied 
theology, and for five years Avas ])a8tor 
of a St. Louis Presbyterian 
chunrh. 
In 184:8 he Avas in Paris, and Avitnessiul 
the revolutionary incidents of February 
of that year. 
Going to Italy, he was 
present during similar scenes 
there.

Having acquired the rudiments of an 
education. Prince William Avas sent to 
the gymnasium at Cassel. A German 
"gymnasium" is a public school for 
scms of the u])per classes, Avhere they 
are prejiared for the ])rofessions and 
the uniA'ersity. 
The desiri; of the 
CroAvn Princ!' tliat his son sliould be 
tx-eated like all the other jiupils Avas 
neither meant too seriously nor carried 
f)ut too striclly. 
lint, 
nevertheless. 
Prince William, during his studies in 
C^as.sel, became more intimately ac- 
quainted with the life of the ordinary 
(xcrman citizen than is generally tlie 
case Avith those of his station. 
In Cas- 
sel the royal jiupil did not shoAV him- 
self to be a genius, but a lad of rather 
moderate talents and good common 
sense. In January, 1877, the Prince 
passed the "Abitarienten - Examiu," 
Avhich entitled tlie graduate to enter 
a Cxcrman university, and furnislies the 
key to professional careers in Ger- 
many. 
Out of seventeen conii)etit;)rs 
the Prince came out tentli. 
The re- 
sult of his examination, according to 
the certilicate, Avas deemed ".sufficient." 


The Princ(! lieing 18 years of age on 
Jan. 27, 1877, had attained his majority 
and was presented by the Emjieror 
Avith tlie Jiigh Prussian order of the 
Black Eagle. 
Now Prince William 
eni(-red uijon his military career ami 
was attached to tlxi i irst 
Inbuitry 
liegiment of the Guards. 
Six rnt nt)is 
lati r the Prince matriculated at the 
Univcrsiiy of Ponn as a student, of 1 iw, 
and the next tv/o years wer(i productive 
of serious work as Avoll as of those 
pleasures Avhich are peculiar to German 
student life. 
The Prince joined the 


imd became so attached 
.to t&is society—yhich may be likendd 
to the Greek Letter Societies of Ameri- 
can universities—that he always was to 
be seen at the corps entertainments, 
wearing the black-white-black colors 
of the society. 


The influences of Bonn inade the 
Prince an enthusiastic admirer of Bis- 
marck, and he has always remained 
such up to the present day. At this 
epoch the Prince's jiolitical career prac- 
tically commenced. 
He now began to 
travel about for state purposes. 
About 
this time, too, he formed two alliances 
of great importance. 
He became ac- 
'quainted with his future bride, the 
Princess Augusta Victoria von Schles- 
Avig-Holstein, and he formed a sincere

friendship Avith the Crown Prince Bu- 
dolf of Austria. 
Prince William's re- 
lations Avitli his imperial friend have 
become so intimate that the conse- 
quences of this friendship can liardly 
be estimated. 
The future history of 
Germany and Austria Avill undoubtedly 
shoAV its eifeets. 


About this time the pulilic began to 
gossip about the Prince. 
He Avas said 
to lead rather a fast life, and to be 
somewhat too sensible to tlie charms of 
the fair sex. 
To tell the truth. Prince 
William enjoyed life, and in doing so 
did not neglect the advantages Avhich 
his rank 
otlered liim. 
His parents, 
therefor(>, Avere Aery glad Avheu thetr 
boy showed an inclination to settle 
down at his OAVU hearth by marrying a 
Ijrincess Aviio, although she did not 
suit the Imperial Court in every re- 
sjiect, Avas not looked upon Avith abso- 
lute disiavor. 


The political convictions of Prince 
William AVere always those of the Chan- 
ceHor, and this means a good under- 
standing Avitli Bussia at the expense of 
England, as regards foreign afi'air.s and 
subjection of liberalism in domestic 
politics. 
The Emperor's aversion for 
Enghind is a peculiarity, Av hich may 
be ex})lained by his dislike for his 
mother, who could neither gain her 
stm's frlendshi]) nor the Chancellor's. 
Tlie young Prince was liighly impressed 
by his own rank, and naturally deeply 
lamented his bodily defects, Avliicli In; 
ascribed and still ascribcs to his moth- 
er's faults. 
Besides a lame arm, the 
Ihnperor sull'ers from a very repulsive 
an'.l incurable ear disease, 
Avliich he 
contracted Avhile alllictvd Avith scaidet 
fever. In fact, his mother seems also 
to lie responsible for this diseas(\ as 
slie, 1)( lieving strongly in hai'dy treat- 
ment, exjiosed the Prince, when conva- 
lescent, to tlie op(>n air.

The '^Ity of Pncret Sound and of the PHoiflo 


Northwest—A Tast Tributary Country 
and the Mrorld for a Market—HVesterB 
Terminus of the Northern Paclfle Bail- 
road. 


[BPECIAII COBBBSFONDEIICX.] 
TACOMA. Wash. Ten. Oct. 16.1888. 


This city is situated at the head waters 
of Paget Sound, and is the terminus of th» 
Northern Pacific Railroad, the only trans- 
continental lino which enters this Territory. 
The advantages growing out of this fact 
will bo apparent. The harbor cannot be 
excelled both for security and facilities for 
accommodatinfi the largest vessels afloat, 
Tho Sound is open the year round, offers 
line fishing advantages, and vessels sail 
without danger from reef or rock to the 
Pacific Ocean, and thus to tlie markets of 
the world. More vessels load hero with 
wheat, coal and lumber than at all other 
points on the Sound and Portland combined. 


The country surrounding Tacoma is of 
varied character, consisting of timber, agri- 
cultural and mineral lands. The forests 
yield from 25,000 to 100,000 feet of timber to 
the acre. The agricultural lands yield from 
25 to 60 bushels of wheat per aero. Hops 
average 2,000 pounds per acre, vegetables 
grow tons to the acre, while fruit of all 
kinds can bo produced in great abundance. 
The mineral lands consist of coal, iron and 
the more precious metals. Building ma- 
terial is abundant and cheap. 


The climate of the Puget Sound country 
is wholly unlike anything experienced on 
the Atlantic Slope or in tho Mississippi Val- 
ley. or. indeed, anvwhero on the American 
continent except in the Pacific Northwest. 
Tho summers arc cool imd tho winters sin- 
gularly mild. There is very little snow, but 
considerable rain, between Octol)er and 
April. A temperature of 80 in midsummer 
is very rare, and not often in tho winter 
does the mercury go much below tho freez- 
ing point. There are no especially preva- 
lent diseases. Persons sufToring from some 
forms of lung diseases do not lind tho cli- 
mate suitable for them, and the damp win- 
ter Aveather is blamed for an occasional 
case of rheumatism, but taken altogether 
the climate of Western Washington is on© 
of tho finest in tho w^orld. 
There is no ma- 
laria, and outdoor exercise can be taken at 
any time during tho year. 


There is no vacant government land in tho 
vicinity of Tacoma. Some miles back, how- 
ever, there is plenty of land to bo had for 
tho taking, most of which is heavily tim- 
bered and whoso improvement 
requires 
time and hard work. 
But an industrious 
man can succeed in making a living and a 
comfortable homo on government land, and 
secure title to 160 acres which in a few years 
Avill mako him independent. 
I:i Eastern 
Washington tin,' land is open and more easily 
subdued, and quicker farm returns aro pos- 
sible. There is considerable vacant laud of 
excellent quality in the Big Bend of the 
Columbia Biver wliich is now rendered ac- 
cessible by the building of the branches of 
the Northern Pacific through that region. 


The growth of Tacoma iias been remark- 
able. Ten years ago it liad a population of 
about 700people; tlie po])uiatioa now is over 
17,000, 
mostly 
Eiiglish-sp(.>aking. people 
from the Eastern States, ;iud tho bi'st kind, 
too. Eigures show that its ratio of increasa 
is greater tlian that of any city this side of 
the llocky Mountains. It closely resembles 
Chicaco in its e;ii ly st.igi-s of development, 
and like that great metropolis is at tho head 
of navigation of a f^roat isl.inJ sea, is fast 
becoming tho most important railroad cen- 
ter in the Northwest, and has a country 
tributary to it that is pouring vast wealth 
into its door. 


Seventeen years ago a pioneer located his 
cabin on the town site of Tacoma. In place 
of tlio wilderness whicii surVounded that 
lonely homo are now splcMuIid s!r^>ets, on 
which aro thousands of iioust s. The build- 
ing of a couple of lo:,' cal)i:is in that year, 
and the erection of 5;Wsul>stantial brick and 
frame ljuildiri<rs iu tiie .'irst eigiit months of 
this year will indicate how the fon-st on tha 
shores of C'oninioncem<_'nt Bay has disap- 
peared. and how a groat city has sprung up 
as if by magic in its place, >hi.wing change 
from towering trees to majestic buildings, 
from trails and bridl.! paths to broad, 
smoothly graded streets and magnificent 
avenues, paved and tiireadml with iron 
tracks, from dim lanterns to flasliiiiix elec- 
tric lights, from the canoe of the Indian to 
a tleet of ships from all parts of the world, 
from tfie stiiin^/ss 
thi' furest to tiio busy 
hum of commercial activity. The year I8b8 
will close with an addition of 1,000 new- 
buildings. 


The growth of Tacoma must continue. 
There is a vast tributary country fast filling 
up with people, for Avhom this city is to be 
the trade center and manufacturing and 
shipping point. Some of the largest indus- 
tries in the Territory are already h(irc; one 
sawmill alone will tiiis year cut 75,(XX».000 
feet of lumtHT. The car-shops of tha N. P. 
Bailway are here, and new factories aro con- 
stantly being addi'd. 


Eor many of these facts we aro indebted 
to Mr. Geo. W. Travcr, who has lived for 
years on this coast, and who selected Ta- 
coma as his homo aftor mature investiga- 
tion. He owns an additiun to tho city of 
Ills own, besides carrying large sale lists of 
other property. He (-(»nsidiTs investments 
hero as safe as iu any city in tho land, and 
parties wishing to put moiit y where it will 
briiiir haniisoiiie returns will do well to 
consult with liim personaii.v or by mail. 
His long experiiince enaf»li-s him to mako 
prutitabie iiivestinents. Ho fiirnishes am- 
ple reference as to his reliat-ility. He also 
owns all addition to the new town of Orting, 
Avhich has been started at tho head of 
I'uyallup Valley, one of the richest stretches 
of soil iu tho West. 


Orting is on the main lino of the N. P. 
Road, from which bram-hcs aro being ex- 
tended to neighboring mines and forests. 
Tho Puyallun Valley is noted for its won- 
derful crops of hops, an acre of which often 
yields tho owner an income as great as 
tliat obtained from a whole farm back East. 
Fruit, too, is profitably cultivated; a siuglo 
acre of prunes has netted tho grower S2,000. 
Apples grow abundantly, so, too. pears and 
cherries, and all kinds of berries. Vege- 
tables are produced in quality, size, and 
qiuuitity beyond anything known in the 
East. Grass is green tho winter through, 
and flowers bloom out of doors at Christmas 
time. 


In no part of the United States is there a 
greater combination of resources, climate, 
soil. Avater, timber, minerals, etc.. in such 
variety, and all possible of utilization by 
man. Tho sizo and height of the forest 
trees and the number growing on an acre 
seem incredible to Eastern men. This tim- 
ber has carried its own fame to all ptu-fs of 
tho world. In the East Indies, in Egypt, in 
tho maritime States of Europe, iu South 
America, tho Pacific islands, China and 
Japan, tfie fir timber of Washington Terri- 
tory is an article ot commerce. Next to iir 
cedar stands second in quantity, and then 
pine, oak, maple and other varieties. The 
scenery about Tacoma is superb, with vary- 
ing views of mountains, waters and forests. 
Mount Tacoma is the hierhest peak in the 
United States, and rises nearly three miles 
above the city which bears its name.

Never before in the history of this or 
any other country have such determined and 
unpatriotic efforts been made to discourage the 
investment of capital and create uneaainesa and 
dissatisfact on among the laboring people. Every 
device tbat partisan ingenuity could invent» and 
every misrepresentation that partisan zeal could 
suggest has been resorted to for the purpose of 
convincing those who are engaged in industrial 
pursuits, and especially those engaged in mining 
and manufacturing, tbat their business could not 
be profitably carried on under a Democratic ad- 
minist ation.

It is « ri^e mtb THBSBimi^ to give 
arespeetfnl hearing to all people when 
they seek it in s respectful way, and 
pursuing this course, we gave publicity 
to a lengthy commtinioation from S. 
Bash & Co., yesterday. 
The firm did 
not confine itself to Ihe subject at issue, 
"Linseed oil trusts"—^but it is just as 
well. 


In apologizing for the linseed oil 
trust, the firm committed itself in a 
questionable manner. The oil machinery 
of S. Bash & Co. has not turned for 
some months, although it is in splendid 
repair, having been put in entirely new 
after the fire at their warehouse. We 
are assured by millwrights that the oil 
miU is as good as any in the country and 
equipped 
with 
mechanism 
as 
modem, 
although 
S. Bash & Co. 
tell us they await new madhinery. 
They also neglected to teU the readers 
of T H E SENTINEII, that the trust supplies 
tlieir oil from Chicago, and give S. Bash 
& Co., the exclusive market rights of 
this territory. 
For instance, if you 
send an order to the Logansport oU mill 
it is rettimed for reference to S. Bash & 
Co., who sell at trust prices—^fifty-nine 
cents a gallon for five barrel lots and 
fifty-eight cents for car load lots, making 
the retail price about sixty-five cents a 
gallon, although at the period when the 
trust was disorganized the oil sold for 
thirty-six cents a gallon and people had 
a chance. 


Another feature is that this trust 
ships from Chicago and sells its oil 
cheaper in New York and the eastern 
markets than it does in Fort Wayne, 
where S. Bash & Co., control the mar- 
ket, and this trust is backed by a tariff 
tax of twenty-five cents a gallon. 


The firm seems solicitous for the weU- 
fare of the farmer, althotigh many of 
them will teU you they can get better 
prices for grain and hides from the agents 
of the firm in surrounding towns than 
they can command direct at the house 
in this city. They need have no solicita- 
tion for the foot wear of the farmer 
when the merchants of Fort Wayne an- 
nounce boots and shoes in the Weekli/ 
SeutiJid at prices ranging for 50 cents to 
$4, so that they recover any loss sus- 
tained on the sale of hides at the hands 
of a local combination. 


To be brief about it the film pleads for a 
continuance of the tariff on wool, in tlie 
face of the fact that the wool producei-s 
of America cannot supply the demands 
and we must of necessity pay a high 
tariff tax on imiwrted wool to mix with 
the native article. 
During the year 
1887, last year, foreign manufacturers 
sent into this country and sold $41,760,- 
872.43 worth of woolen and worsted 
goods, 
reiiresenting 
something 
like 
150,000,000 
pounds 
of wool, 
which we neither gi'ew, nor sheared 
nor 
wove 
and 
besides 
this 
we had to buy in foreign markets 300,- 
000,000 pounds of wool to supply our 
own needs. 


But on the imported goods alone last 
year the American people paid a tariff 
tax of S29,0'22,242.12—more than half the 
original cost of the goods. 
Why not 
cheapen wool so that the American work- 
men can make all this cloth and let the 
business of wool raising flourish as it did 
when comparatively free of duty. 


The democrats propose to free wool of 
its tax and then put a higher duty on 
manufactured goods, so that the Ameri- 
can workmen can supply all home de- 
mands. 


To season its card the Messrs. Bash & 
Co. work in a little salt buncombe. Last 
year we used 8999,504.78 worth of salt 
in bags imported into tliis countiy, and 
$356,442.18 worth of foreign salt in 
bulk. 
On this salt the American jieople 
paid a tariff tax of $676.855.50, and 
Messrs. Bash <fe Co. reaped their share 
of the reward, although they would have 
us believe the tax on salt is a sham. 


To illustrate, for instance: 
Mr. Gott- 
lieb Nieman, the Calhoun street grocer, 
stepped into T H E 
SENXINEII office this 
morning with a bill from S. B»ish & Co., 
for twenty-five barrels of salt, at the rate 
of $1.05 per banel, 


"If there is no more truth in the other 
statements than S. Bash & Co. put into 
the price of salt," said Mr. Nieman, " I 
hardly think the communication will 
stand a test. 
They say in their card 
that they sell , salt as low as 85 cents, 
and charge me $1.05. 
You can say that 
I have bought the last ordCT of salt from 
that firm."

Hon. Leon O. Baily, of Indianapolis, 
with Mr. Carl Zndkriegel, of Bockport, 
Ind., addressed a magnificent meeting 
of the democracy last evening at the 
Academy of Music. 
The speakers were 
escorted from the Wayne hotel to the 
Academy by the Thurman club and the 
First BegimeQt band. 
Mayor Muhler

Indiana state senate." 


Mr. Bailey is an eloquent and enter 
taining speaker and held his audience 
spell bound for nearly two hours with 
one of the best political speeches that 
has been made in the city during the 
campaign. 
It was a masterly discus 
sion of the issues of the day from a la- 
lx)r standpoint and proved so conclu- 
sively the fallacy of the protection theo- 
ries of the republican party that he no 
doubt made converts to the cause he 
championed. 


His argument on the tariff question 
was clear and thoroughly convincing 
He gave an account of his Wsit to the 
coal miners in the southern part of the 
state, and how he found many of them 
in poverty and distress, being unable to 
purchase the necessaries of life with the 
wages they received.

As the attorney for the Ohio and 
Mississipj)i road Harrison organized the 
first company to shoot down the strikers 
The aristocratic, 
unsympathetic and 
cold-blooded man furnished his com 
pany with Springfield rifles and pre 
pared to conduct a war against the men 
who had refused to work for a dollar 
day. 
The speaker stated that this was 
a matter of record and produced a num 
ber of documents to prove his assertions, 
Would democrats vote for a man who 
has always been an enemy of organized 
labori 
The speaker thought not, and in 
regard to state pride he said that he had 
seen none of it in his travels.

Else 
why these high and glorious aspu'ations 
which leap like angels from the temples 
of our hearts, forever wandering un- 
satisfied? Why is it that the rainbow 
and clouds come over us with a be<auty 
that is not of earth, and then pass off to 
leave us to muse on their loveliness ? 
Why is it that stai-s which hold their 
festival around the midnight throne are 
set above the grasp of our limited fac- 
ulties, forever mocking us with their 
unapproachable 
glory? 
And 
finally, 
why is it that the bright forms of hu- 
man beauty are presented to our view 
and taken from us, leaving the thou- 
sand streams of our affections to flow 
back in 
Alpine 
torrents upon our 
hearts? 
We are bom for a higher 
destiny than earth. 
There is a realm 
where the rainbow never fades, where 
the stars will be spread out before us 
like islands that slumber on the ocean, 
and where the beautiful beings that 
pass before us will stay forever in our 
presence. 


The Uiitiefi of 
Life. 


Every life has its pur})Ose for being. 
That these are not always fulfilled, only 
argues the blindness and recreancy of 
the one who is content to exist, not live 
yin the best sense of the term. 
Not a 
plant that springs from the bosom of 
the earth but fulfills some part in the 
design of creation; and since this rule 
applies to the most significant of earth's i 
objects, ^^•ith what reason or sense can 
man hope to evade tlie universal re- 
sponsibility. 
To merely exist is not to 
live; it is to carrioature and belittle the 
verj' name of life. 
To live is to l)e a 
living, active force in the Avorld's des- 
tiny, and whether one be a great t)r 
humble factor iu what his time ai'- 
compli-shes, a factor he must l)e if he 
would not travesty tlie very idea of liv- 
ing. 
All men are not endowed witli 
equal faculties; but eaelx can, witJi the 
limitations which the Creator has im- 
IK)sed, contribute to the illumining of 
the road. 
The tallow dip performs its 
alloted jiart as thoroughly as does tlie 
lighthouse; 
either one could not be 
substituted for the other, and if the 
headland beacon attracts more atten- 
tion than does the feeble taper, it but 
fulfills its mission, which the other does 
equally well. 
All cannot be beac-ons; 
all need not be humble tapers: but 
whether fitted for beacon or taper, 
there is a 2>art to be ])erformed l)y each 
life, and the fact of real living or merely 
dallying out an existence is determined 
by the performance. 
He only lives 
whose life means 
something accom- 
plished and something in process of ac- 
<ioraplishment. 
The life of the hum- 
blest blade of grass growing u])on the 
hillside is nobler than that of the man 
whose days have been ])uri30seless. 


JFault-Findiii{/. 


One of the easiest things in the world 
to do is to find fault, and in no placée 
are there as many opportunities for in- 
dulging in this kind of work as in the 
home. 
There are so many little things 
occurring among its inmates, where 
there is a family of any size, such as 
the misplacing of a garment, leaving a 
door ajar, uttering a thoughtless word, in 
fact, a great many trivial things that to 
people inclined to find fault gives plenty 
of cause. 
It is a disagreeable thing to 
find fault any way, to most of peoi>le, 
yet there are some who seem to like to 
do it simply for the sake of finding fault. 
These people do not mean to be chronic 
fault-finders, and it never occurs to them 
that tliey are. 
They would not for the 
world, be tliought disagreeable, 
and 
but for this one trait would be generally 
very pleasant companions. 
They Iiave 
acquired this habit ; anj' of their friends 
"will tell you that tliere was a time when 
they were not so ; but they began by 
joticing every little failing among their 
acquaintances, and the habit grew witli 
them until it appeared a i^art of their 
nature to notice and condemn every 
little fault, supposed or real. 
They 
are very far from being perfect them- 
selves; in fact, they think so much 
about other people's imperfections that 
they have very little time to attend to 
their own. 
They would be grieved and 
hurt should their fiiends retaliate by 
noticing every 
little 
eccentricity of 
theirs, and, i>erhap3, had their friends 
the courage to do so, it might open 
their eyes to the unpleasantness of fault- 
finding. 
It certainly would be a dis- 
mjf^eeai>le duty, if duty it might be 
CiMled, and few people would care to do 
it anless of the same stamp as the fault- 
Sndera, in which case it would do 
reij

COUNT TUH 
COST. 


Everything, no matter how small» has 
some value. 
Everything used abotit 
any shop, mill, or place of business costs 
something, and no matter how small it 
is, or how little its cost, it should in 
.some way be accounted for. 
The old 
Scotch saying, "mony a mickle makes a 
muckel!" should always be kept in 
sight. 
Everything purchased should be 
thoroughly weighed and its value noted. 
The price jmid for a thing is not an ex- 
ponent of its value. 
Its value consists 
in the return it brings. 
A book, paper, 
machine, or appliance is of no kind of 
value to its owner unless it gives him 
something in return, or renders an 
equivalent for time or money expended, 
and we should "count the cost." 
A 
thing we cannot use, and consequently 
is of no value to us, is dear at any price; 
we should "coimt 
the cost" before 
buying. 


Before buying any machine we should 
see it, or its duplicate, working under 
all the conditions the machine is calcu- 
lated to work under, and in no case biiy 
a second quality of tool or one that will 
do a small amount or an inferior quality 
of work. 
The cost should be counted, 
and if more is paid for it than it will re- 
turn to us in work i)erformed, it is a 
dear purchase. 


The cost should be counted in buying 
belting, 
A poor belt is costly at any 
price, for it never runs "syiell or pulls 
well, and costs more in time to lace and 
relace and patch than two or three good 
belts would in the end. 
Lacing should 
be careftilly selected. 
If you trust to 
the dealer to select hides of lacing for 
you, he always has a few hides of poor 
quality, and it is to his interest to get 
rid of this poor stock, and if you leave 
the selection to him you will probably 
get one of these poor hides, therefore it 
is best always, before cutting them up, 
to see how much it will cost you to 
use it. 


The first cost of anything is a small 
item, and not a single thing should l)e 
bought because it can l)e bought "for a 
mere song." 
What will it cost to use 
or run it, comparativ(»ly ? If it isa ma- 
chine, count the cost of oil, belting, 
time spent in repairs, and amount and 
quality of work done iu a given time, and 
comjjare it with another machine doing 
the same kind of work. 


In buying files there should be a close 
discrimination, 
for files are curious 
things to buy. 
There are thousands of 
thein so poor that a junk-dealer would 
not i-nn the risk of stealin'g them, for 
the cost of carrying them to his pile of 
old iron would be more than they were 
worth. 
The only way to get good files 
is to count the co.st of using, anil get 
hold of some firm like Kearney 
Foot, 
who always iurnisli a first-class file, and 
stick to them. 
Don't ever buy, or beg, 
or even be^rrow, an acid re-cut file. 


Count the cost of hiring labor, and be 
careful in selecting it. 
A man may be 
a good man for somebody, but not for 
you. 
A man to be of value in any jiar- 
ticular business must be adapted to it, 
and be able to do it with ease and dis- 
patch. 
Simply because he is a man is 
no sign that he Avill be of value to you 
as an employe. 
Count the cost of 
everything in the sense of Avhat value it 
will be to you in using. — The Uoo^/ 
ifoi'ker.

to in Job; t h e rule of fractions m e n - 
t i o n e d in Daniel; t h e rule of loss 
a n d 
gain in Mark where Christ ask t h e peo- 
ple to cipher out by t h a t r u l e what 
it 
would "profit a m a n if he gain t h e whole 
world a n d lose his soul." 
B u t there is 
one mathematical figure that is crowned 
above all others in t h e Bible, it is t h e 
numeral seven, which t h e Arabians got 
f r o m I n d i a a n d all f o l l o w i n g ages have 
taken it f r o m t h e Arabians. 
It 
stands 
between the 
figure 
six 
a n d t h e 
figure 
eight. 
I n t h e Bible, all t h e other 
n u - 
merals bow to it. 
Over t h r e e 
h u n d r e d 
times is it m e n t i o n e d in t h e 
Scriptures, 
either alone or c o m p o u n d e d with 
other 
words. 
In Genesis the week is r o u n d e d 
into seven days, a n d I use my text be- 
cause t h e r e this numeral is for t h e 
first 
introduced in a journey which halts not 
u n t i l in t h e close of 
t h e Book of Eev- 
elations its m o n u m e n t is built into 
t h e 
wall of heaven in crysolito, which in t h e 
strata of precious stones is t h e seventh. 
In t h e Bible we find that 
Jacob h a d to 
serve seven years to get Rachel, but she 
was well worth it; and 
f o r e t e l l i n g 
the 
years of prosuerity a n d fiimine in 
P h a - 
raoh's time the seven fat oxen were eaten 
u p of the seven lean oxen; and 
wisdom 
is said to be built on seven jjillars; a n d 
t h e ark 
was 
left with t h e P h i l i s t i n e s

seven times; the dead child, w h e n E l i s h a 
breathed into its mouth, signified its ar- 
rival b.tck into c o n s f i o u s n e s s by sneez- 
ing seven tinics; to t'ue house that E z e k - 
iel saw in vision there were seven stei)s; 
the 
walls 
of Jericho 
before they fell 
down wore compassed seven days; Zach- 
ariah describes a stone with seven ej'es; 
to cleanse a leprous house 
t h e 
door 
must be s p r i n k l e d with pigeon's blood 
seven times; in Canaan were overthrown 
seven nations; on one occasion 
Christ 
cast out seven devils; on a m o u n t a i n 
he 
f e d a m u l t i t u d e of people with seven 
loaves, t h e fragments left 
filling 
seven 
baskets; and the closing passages of the 
Bible are magnificent a n d overwhelming 
with t h e 
imagery 
made 
u p 
of 
seven 
churches, 
seven 
stars, 
seven 
candle- 
Bticks, seven 
seals, seven angels, 
a n d 
seven 
heads, a n d 
seven 
crowns, 
ar..d 
seven horns, and seven spirits, a n d seven 
vials, 
a n d 
seven 
plagues, 
a n d 
seven 
thunders. 


Yea, this numericiil seven seems a f a - 
vorite with the divine m i n d outside 
as 
well as inside the Bible, f o r are 
there 
not seven prismatic colors':' 
And 
w h e n 
God with the rainbow wrote the com- 
f o r t i n g t h o u g h t that t h e world 
would 
never have another deluge, he wrote it 
on the scroll of the sky iu ink of 
seven 
colors. 
He grouped iilto the 
Pleiudos 
sevon stars. 
Rome, t h e capital of 
t h e 
world, sat on seven hills. 
W h e n God 
would nii.ke the most intellii.^'ent 
t h i n g 
on earth, the 
h u m a n countenance, he 
f a s h i o n e d it with seven 
features-—the 
two ears, the two eyes, t h e two 
nostrils 
and the mouth. 
Yea, our bodv lasts onlv 


and those who do come will wish they 
had not come at all. 


Golden candlesticks! 
Sconr np the 
six lilies on each branch, and know that 
the more lovely and bright they are, the 
more fit they are to hold the light. 
But 
a Christless church is a damage to t h e 
world rather t h a n a good. 
Cromwell 
stabled his cavalry horses in St. 
P a u l ' s 
Cathedral, a n d many now use t h e church 
as a place in which t o stable t h e i r 
van- 
ities a n d worldliness. A worldly church 
is a candlestick without t h e c W d l e , a n d 
it h a d its prototype in St. Sophia, 
in 
Constantinople, built 
to t h e glory of 
God by Constantino, but t r a n s f o r m e d to 
base uses by Mohammed t h e 
Second. 
B u i l t out of colored marble; 
a cupola 
with t w e n t y - f o u r windows soaring to t h e 
h e i g h t 
of 
180 feet; 
t h e 
ceiling 
one 
great bewilderment of mosaic; galleries 
s u p p o r t e d by eight columns of porph5'ry 
a n d sixty-seven columns of green 
jas- 
per; n i n e bronze doors with alto-relievo 
work fascinating t o t h e eye of an artist; 
vases and vestments incrusted with 
all 
m a n n e r of precious stones. 
F o u r 
walls 
on 
fire 
with 
indescribable 
splendor. 
T h o u g h labor was cheap, t h e 
b u i l d i n g 
cost $1,500,000. 
Ecclesiastical structure 
almost supernatural in p o m p a n d 
m a j - 
esty. 
B u t Mohammedanism tore 
down 
f r o m t h e walls of that b u i l d i n g all 
t h e 
saintly a n d Christly images, a n d 
h i g h 
u p in t h e dome t h e 
figure 
of t h e 
cross 
was rubbed out that the crescent of 
the 
barbarous Turk might be substituted. 
A 
great chui-ch, but no Christ! A gorgeous 
candlestick, but no candle! 
T e n 
t h o u - 
sand such churches would not give t h e 
world as much light as one 
home-made 
tallow candle by which last night 
some 
grandmother in the eighties put on h e r 
glasses and read t h e psalms of David 
in 
large type. 
U p with the churches by all 
means! 
H u n d r e d s of them, 
t h o u s a n d s 
of them, a n d t h e more t h e better. 
B u t 
let each one bo a blaze of heavenly light 
I m a k i n g t h e world brighter a n d 
b r i g h t e r 
till 
t h e last shadow has 
disappeared, 
a n d t h e last of t h e suffering children of 
God shall have reached t h e land 
where 
they have no need of candlestick or "of 
candle, neither light of the sun, for t h e

revolution. 
Let each one keep in his

sphere. 
The solar system would be soon wrecked 
if the stars instead of k e e p i n g their own 
orbit s h o u l d uo to h u n t i n g down 
other 
stars. 
Ministers 
of 
religion 
should 
never clash. 
B u t iu all the ccnturios of 
t h e 
Christian 
c h u r c h 
some 
of 
these 
stars 
have been 
h u n t i n g 
an 
Edward 
Irving or a Horace B u s h n e l l or an 
Al- 
bert Barnes; and the stars that were in 
pursuit of the other stars lost their 
own 
orbit 
and 
some 
of t h e m could never 
again find it. 
Alas ft)r t h e heresy hunt- 
ers! 
T h e best way to destroy error is to 
preach the truth. 
The best way to

the night of trouble, the night of s u p e r - 
stition, 
the night of persecution,

night of poverty, t h e night of sickness, 
t h e night of death; aye, about fifty nights 
have interlocked 
their shadows. 
Tlie 
whole race goes stumbling over 
pros- 
trated hoi)es and fallen i'ortuius. 
a n d 
empty flour barrels, a n d desolated 
cra- 
dles, aud death beds. 
Oli, how 
much 
we have use f o r all tlie seven 
candle- 
sticks, with li^lits V)la,zing from the 
top 
of each one of tliein! 
Liyht 
of 
pardon 
for all sin! 
Li^'ht of ccnufort f(n' all 
trouble! 
L i g h t of enconríít-ment for all 
despondency! Light of ett.-rnal riches f o r 
all poverty! 
Light of rescue for all jier- 
secution! 
L i g h t of reunion for all 
t h e 
bereft! 
Liyht 
of 
Heaven 
for all 
t h e 
dying! 
Aud the light is Christ who 
is 
the L i g h t that 
shall 
yet irradiate the 
hemispheres. 
B u t mark you, when I say 
churches are not caudles but 
candle- 
sticks, I cast no slur on candlesticks. 
I 
believe in b e a u t i f u l candlesticks. 
T h e 
candlesticks that God ordered for t h e 
ancient tabernacle were something ex- 
quisite. 
They were a dream of 
beauty 
carved 
out of 
loveliness. 
They 
were 
made of hammered gold, stood in a foot 
of gold 
and had

battlefield,

came to condole with him:

them straight; didn't H e a d them straight. 
General?" 
God has i)ut us ministers 
as 
captains 
in 
this 
battlefield 
of 
truth 
against error. 
Great at last will be our 
chagrin if we fall leading the

—I glorify my own. 
I have seen

not strained when it calls

stars; 
a n d 
whole 
constellations 
of 
glorious 
ministers have already taken their places 
on high, where they shine even brighti^r 
t h a n tliey shone on earth; Edward

Kirk, 
of

Church; 
S t e p h e n H. 
Tyng, 
of 
the 
E p i s c o p a l 
Church; 
Matthew 
Siuq)son, 
of

Methodist Church: J o h n Dowling. of the 
Baptist Church; Siiniuel K. Talmage. of 
the Presbyterian Church; Dr. De

and

t h e seal of t h e f u t u r e . 
Bible 
prophecy 
was not written to h e l p us to tell t h i n g s 
in the f u t u r e , but t o have us, w h e n 
t h e 
t h i n g s actually do come to 
pass, com- 
pare t h e m with prophecy a n d so learn 
God's foreknowledge a n d t h e 
inspira- 
tion of t h e Scriptures. 
But you go into 
t h e study of t h e prophecies in order to 
find out what is going to 
h a p p e n a year 
f r o m now, or twenty years f r o m now, or 
one t h o u s a n d years f r o m now, a u d i will 
make a prophecy of ray own, a n d that is 
that you will have your brain addled, if 
you do not positively get into a public 
or private 
insane assylum, where 
t h e 
greatest of expounders a n d preachers of 
prophecy 
ended 
his life a few years 
since, a n d where you may 
regale t h e 
visitors of t h e institution by incoherent 
m u m b l i n g s over something f r o m Daniel 
or Revelations about the leopard which 
m e a n s Greece, a n d t h e b e a r w h i c h means 
Medo-Persia. a n d t h e image with 
t h e 
great toes. 
W h a t a mental wreck 
did 
t h e persistent attempt to forestall events

ward Irving, of L o n d o n . 
It would 
take 
several mad houses to hold t h e demented 
victims of the improper use of t h e p r o p h - 
ecies ofDaniel and Revelation. What! are 
not those books to be studied? 
Y'es. No 
part of t h e Bible is more 
important. 
Neither is there any more 
important 
shelf in that apothecary's store t h a n t h e 
shelf on which are t h e belladonna 
a n d 
t h e morphine, but be more careful iu 
using them Ahan in t h e use of 
pepper- 
mint and ginger. 
Keep your h a n d s off 
of the seven seals. 
Christ will break 
them soon enough. 
Don't go to some 
necromancer or spiritualist, or 
sooth- 
sayer, or f o r t u n e teller to find out what 
is going to h a p p e n to yourself, or your 
family, or your friends. Wait till Christ 
breaks the' seal to 
find 
oiat w h e t h e r iu 
your personal life or in t h e life of 
the 
nation 
or t h e life of the world it is 
going to be t h e white horse of 
prosper- 
ity or the red horse of war or t h e 
black 
horse of famine. 
You will soon e n o u g h 
see him paw and hear him neigh. 
Take 
care of t h e present and t h e f u t u r e will 
take care of itself. If a man live seventy 
years his biography is in a scroll having 
lit least seven seals; 
a u d let him not 
during the first ten years of his life try 
to look into the twenties, nor the twen- 
ties into the thirties, nor the 
thirties 
into the forties, nor the forties into the 
fifties, 
nor the

nor the sixties into the seventies. 
From

of your jtersonal history, ajid should tell 
you that on the 4th of July, IV.Ul, you 
were to die, the summer after the 
next; 
how m u c h would you be good for be- 
tween this 
and that? 
It would 
from 
now uiitil t h e n be a prolonged 
funeral. 
You would be c o u n t i n g the months and 


on 
the 
Egyptian j the days, and your family and friind.s 
Gen. Woleslev who 
would be counting them; and next -Itii 
of July you would rub your hands 
to- 
g e t h e r ' a n d whine—"One year f r o m to- 
day I am going to die. 
D e a r m e ! I wish 
n o ' o n e had told me so long before. 
I 
wish that necromancer had not 
broken 
the seal of t h e f u t u r e . " 
And 
meeting 
some undertaker you would say: " I h o j i e 
vou will keep vourself free f r o m an en- 
gagement the Ith of July, IH'JO. 
That 
day you will be needed at my house.

There is another mighty 
seven of the 
Bible, viz., t h e seven thunders. 
What 
those t h u n d e r s meant we an; not told, 
and|there has been much guessing about 
them; Imt they are to come, we are told, 
before the end 
of all things, 
and t h e 
world cannot gt-t along without 
them. 
Tluinder is the 
speech 
of 
liglituing. 
Tlicre aro evils in our world which must 
be t h u n d e r e d down, and which will re- 
(piire at least seven volleys to prostrate 
them. 
We are all doing nice, delicate, 
s o f t - h a n d e d work in churches and re- 
formatory institutions against the evils 
of the world, a n d much of it a m o u n t s to 
a 
teaspoon d i p p i n g 
out 
t h e 
Atlantic 
Ocean, or a calm shell digging »»ay f>t a 
mountain or a tack hammer smiting the 
Gibraltar. 
What is n e e d e d 
is t h u r der- 
bolts, a u d at least seven of them. There 
is t h e long line of f r a u d u l e n t 
commer- 
cial establishments; every stone iu t h e 
f o u n d a t i o n , and every brick in the wall, 
a n d every nail in the rafter made out of 
dishonesty; 
skeletons 
of 
poorly 
paid 
sewing girls' arms in every beam of that 
establishment; 
human 
nerves 
worked 
into 
every 
figure 
of that 
embroidery; 
blood in the deep dye of that 
profiered 
holsterv; billions of 
dollars of accu- 


theirTom Paines, and libertina 'Fol- 
taires of th^ present as w^ell ys the pasU 
reinforced by all the poweis o f ^ r k - 
ness from highest demon to lowest-imp. 
What will extirpate those monsters of 
infidelity and atheism? John Brown's 
shorter catechism 
about "Who made 
you?" or "Westminster catechism aboat 
"What is the chief end of man?" 
No 
thunderbolts! The seven thunders! 


F o r t h e impurities 
of t h e world em- 
palaced as well as cellared, 
epauletted 
as well as ragged, e n t h r o n e d as well as 
ditched; f o r corrupt legislation which at 
times makes our State a u d National cap- 
itals a h e m i s p h e r i c stench; for supersti- 
tions that keep whole notions in squalor, 
century a f t e r century, their J u g g e r n a u t s 
ciushing, their knives lacerating, 
their 
waters 
drowning, t h e i r f u n e r a l 
pyres 
burning, the seven t h u n d e r s ! 


Oh, m e n a n d women, disheartened at 
t h e bad way t h i n g s o f t e n go, hear you 
not a r u m b l i n g down t h e sky of heavy 
artillery, 
coming in on 
our' side, 
t h e 
seven t h u n d e r s of t h e Almighty? 
Don't 
let us try t o wield them ourselves; they 
are too heavy a n d 
too fiery for us 
t o 
handle; but God can and God will; a n d 
w h e n all mercy has failed and all milder 
means are 
exhausted, 
t h e n 
judgment 
will begin. 
T h u n d e r b o l t s ! 
D e p e n d 
u p o n it, that what is not done u u d e r t h e 
flash 
of the seven candlesticks will be 
done by t h e trampling of seven 
t h n n - 
deis. 


But I leave this imperial and multip- 
otent numeral seven, where the 
Bible 
leaves it, imbedded in the 
finest 
wall, 
that was ever built, or ever will be con- 
structed, t h e wall of Heaven. 
It is the 
seventh strata of precious 
stones that 
make u p that "«'all. 
A f t e r naming six of 
t h e precious stones iu 
that wall, 
the 
Bible cries out—"the 
s(?\"enth 
chryso- 
lite!" 
T h e 
chrysolite 
is 
an 
exquisite 
green, a n d in that seventh layer of the 
heavenly wall shall be preserved forever 
t h e dominant color of the earth we once 
inhfvbited. 
I have sometimes been sad- 
dened at t h e t h o u g h t that this world, 
according to science and revelation, 
is 
to be blotted out of existence f o r it is 
such a b e a u t i f u l world. But here in this 
layer of the heavenly wall, 
where 
the 
numeral seven is to be embedded, 
this 
strata of green is to 
be 
jihotographed 
a n d 
embalmed 
and 
perp.etuated, 
the 
color of the grass that covers t h e earth, 
the color of 
t h e foliage 
that 
tills 
t h e 
forest, t h e color of the deeii sea. 
One 
glance at that green chrysolite, a million 
years after this planet has been 
extin- 
guished, will bring to mind just how it 
looked 
in 
summer 
aud 
spring, 
a n d 
we 
will 
say to 
those who were 
born blind on earth, and 
never 
saw at 
all in this 
world, 
after they 
have ob- 
tained f u l l ej'esight in Heaven: 
"If you 
would know how the earth 
appeared iu

Though a clergyman, he was mainly 
distinguished for historical researches. 
.David Field, his oldest sou, was born 
in Haddam, Conn., February IS, 1805. 
He graduated at "Williams in 1825. 
The main works on which Mr. Field 
lias won his distinction arc the politi- 
cal, penal, and civil codes of the State 
of New York. These were completed 
in 18G5. New York has adopted the 
penal code, and California and Dakota 
have adopted the three works. 
These 


compilations suggested to Mr. Field 
the preparation of a still more impor- 
tant work entitled "Outlines of an In- 
ternational Code," which was com- 
pleted in 1873, and has been translated 
into French, Italian and Chinese. Tho

John Bright pronounced him the "Co- 
lumbus of modern times." 


Henry Mavtvn was born in Stock- 


bridge, Mass., April U, 1822, and gradu- 
ated at Willisims in 1838. 
He studied 


'theology, and for five, years was pastor 
of a Kt. Louis Presbyterian churcli. 
In 18-18 he was in Paris, and witnessed 
the revolutionary incidents of February 
of that year. 
Going to Italy, ho was 


jiresent during similar scenes thoro. 
His bo:,k, "Xlie Good and Bad of thu 
Roman Catholic Church," wns the re- 
sult of these experiences.

Up .to his sixth year the Prince was 


instructed chiefly by his mother and a 
governess. But in ISfili he was handed 
over to Professor Hinzpeter, who-niper- 
viscd his education until tho Prince be- 
came of age. 


The .simplicity of the royal parents 


caused them to choose simp'lo. methods 
of instruction for their children. 
For 


some weeks diirincc the summer the 
princely family used to live on their 
estate of Bonistadt, near Potsdam, and 
those weeks were always times of joy 
and pleasure to the young people of 
tho neighborhood. On those occasions 
great festivities took place, aud the 
royal children freely mixed with young 
people of every rank and station. 


Having acquired tho rudiments of an 


education, Prince William was sent to 
the gymnasium at Cnssel. A German 
"gymnasium" is a public school for 
sons of tint upper classes, where they 
are prepared for the professions and 
the university. The desire of the 
Crown Prince that his son should be 
treated like all the other pupils- was 
neither meant too seriously nor curried 
out too stviclly. Hut, nevertheless, 
Prince AVilliam, during his studies in 
Cassel, became more, intimately ac- 
quainted with the life of t!i« ordinary 
German citi/.cu than is generally the 
cast! with those of his station. In Cas- 
scl tlie royal pupil did not show him- 
self to be it genius, but n lad of rather 
moderate talents and good common 
sense. In January, 1877, tho Prince 
passed 
tho- "Abilarientmi-Kxamiii," 


which entitled the gr.iduate to enter 
a German university, and furnishes tlie, 
key to professional careers in Ger- 
many. 
Out of seventeen competitors 


the Prince, camo out tenth. The re- 
sult of his examination, according to 
the cortilicate, was deemed "sunicjenl." 


The Prince beinc; 18 years of ago on 


Jan. 117, 1877, had attained 'iis majoril.y 
and was presented by th,; Kni|>croY 
with the liifrh Prussian order of the 
JJlack Ka-.'Ie. 
Now Princo William 


onteyed upon his military cin-cer and

The Prince joined the 


Corps Borussia, and became so attached 
to this society—which may be likened 
to tho Greek Letter Societies of Ameri- 
can universities—that he always was to 
be seen at the corps entertainments, 
wearing the black-whifce-blact colors 
of the society. 


The influences of Bonn iuaile tho 


Prince an enthusiastic admirer of Bis- 
marck, and ho has alwavs remained 
snch up to the present day. At this 
epoch tfie Prince's political career prac- 
tically commenced. Ho now began to 
travel about for state purposes. About 
this time, too, lie formed two alliances 
^of great importance. He became ac- 
'quainted with his future- bride, tlio 
Princess Augusta Arictoria von Schles- 
wig-Holstcin, and he formed a sincere 
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friendship with the Crown Prince Ku- 
dolf of Austria. Prince "William's re- 
lations with his imperial friend have 
become so intimate that the conse- 
quences of this friendship can hardly 
be estimated. Tho future history of 
Germany and Austria will undoubtedly 
show its effects. 


About this time tho public began to 


gossip about the Prince. He was said 
to lead rather a fast life, and to bo 
somewhat too sensible to tho charms of 
the fair sex. To tell the truth, Prince 
William enjoyed life, and in doing so 
did not neglect the advantages which 
his rank oficred him. His parents, 
therefore, were very glad when thefr 
boy showed an inclination to nettle 
down at his own .hearth by marrying a 
princess who, although she did not 
suit tho Imperial Court in every re- 
spect, was not looked npon with abso- 
lute disfavor. 


The political convictions of Prince 


William were always those of tho Chan- 
cellor, and tliis means a good under- 
standing with Eussm at tho expense of 
England, as regards foreign affairs and 
subjection of liberalism in domestic 
politics. Tho Emperor's aversion for 
England is a peculiarity, which may 
lie explained by his dislike for his 
mother, who could neither gain her 
son's friendship nor tho Chancellor's. 
The young Princo was highly improssod 
l»y his own rank, and naturally deeply 
lamented his bodily defects, which he 
ascribed and still ascribes to his moth- 
er's faults. Uesides a lame arm, tlus 
Emperor sutlers from a very repulsive 
and incurable oar disease, which ho 
contracted while afflicted with scarlet 
fwer. In fact, his mother seems also 
to be responsible for this disease, as 
she, believing strongly in hardy treat- 
ment, exposed the Princo, when conva- 
lescent, to the open air. 


Tho religious convictions of the Em- 


peror have long been a topic of fre- 
rp.ient conversation. Tho liberal cur- 
rent in, Germany is closely allied with 
the Jewish clement. If, therefore, the 
Emperor is the enemy of the one ho 
must he tho enemy of tho other. The 
fact is the Emperor has long been 
known to be an ardent disciple of an- 
tisemitism. He did not shrink, while 
asimple prince, from breaking through 
the limits prescribed by his responsi- 
ble position, in order to show his svm- 
pathy with the anti-Jewish movement. 
Any one acquainted with German in- 
stitiitions knows well that a movement 
of this nature would bo impossible un- 
less encouraged by personages of high 
rank. This demeanor of the -Prince 
can be partly explained by the fact 
that he strictly adheres to the orthodox 
faith of the Christian Church, in har- 
mony with his grandfather, but in en- 
tire discord with the late Emperor. 
Neither in public nor religious atliiirs 
does tho Prince believe in the theory 
of Frederick the Great, that everyone 
can be saved after his own fashion.

TACOMA, THK CITY OF MANIFEST 


DESTINY. 


The''itj-of Pugut Sound and of the Pacific 


Horthwest—A Ytt.it Tributary Country 
aud tti* World fur a M:irkflt—Western 
Terminus of th* Northern Pacific Kali, 
ruud.

TACOMA. Wash. Tor.. Oct. 16,1885. 
This city is situated at tho lieud waters, 


of Pugot Hound, and is tho terminus of thfr 
Northurn 1'aeUlo llailroiid, the only trans- 
continental liuo which en tors this Territory- 
Tho advantages growing-out of this fact 
will bo apparent. Tho harbor cnnnot be 
excelled both for security and facilities for 
ucconiuiodatin" tho largest vessels afloat. 
Tho Sound is open tho yotir round, offers 
lino fishing atJvuntugos, and vessels sail 
without danger from root or rock to the 
Pacific Ocoan, and thus to the markets of 
tho world. More vessels load hero with 
wheat, uoal and lumber than at all other 
points ou tho Sound and Portland combined. 


The country surrounding Tueoma is of 
varied character, consisting of timber, agri- 
cultural and mineral lands. The forests 
yield from 25,000 to 100.000 foot of timbor to 
tho acre. The agricultural lands yield from 
25 to CO bushels of wheat per acre. Hops 
average 2,000 pounds per aero, vegetables 
grow tons to tho acre, while fruit of all 
Kinds can bo produced in great abundance. 
The mineral lands consist of coal, iron and 
tho more precious metals. Buildina ma- 
terial is abundant and cheap. 


Tho clitnato of the Puget Sound country 
is wholly unlike anything experienced on 
tho Atlantic Blopo or in tho Mississippi Val- 
ley, or, indeed, anywhere on the American 
continent except in the Pacific Northwest. 
Tho summers aro cool and tho winters sin- 
gularly mild. There is very little enow, but 
eonsittorabio rain, between October and 
April. A tomperaturo of 80 in midsummer 
is very rare, and-not often in tho winter 
does tho mercury go much below tho freez- 
ing point There aro no especially preva- 
lent diseases, Persons suffering from some- 
forms of lung diseases do not find tho cli- 
mate sutfable for thorn, and the damp win- 
ter weather is blamed for an occasional 
case of rheumatism, but taken altogether 
tho climate of Western Washington is one 
J>f the finest in tho world. There is no ma- 
laria. and outdoor exercise can bo taken at 
any time during tho year. 


There is no vacant government land in the 
vicinity of Tacoma. Home miles bock, 
how- 
aver, then is plouty ot land to bo had for' 
tho taking, most of which is heavily tim- 
bered and whose improvement requires 
time and hard work. 
But an industrious 
man con succeed in making a living and a 
comfortable homo on government land, and 
secure title to ICO acres which ia a few years 
will make him independent Ia Eastern 
Washington the land is open and moro easily 
subdued, and quicker farm returns aro pou- 
Bible. Thero is considerable vacant luiid of 
excellent quality in the Big Bend of the- - 
Columbia Itiver.which is now rendered ac- 
cessible by tho building of tho branches of 
tho Northern Pacific through that region. 
-Jh« growth of Tacoma has boon remark- 
able, 'leu years ngo It had u population of 
about (00 people; tho population now is over 
17.000. 
mostly English-speaking, puoplo 


from tho Eastern Slatos. and tho best kind, 
;oo. figures show that its ratio oflncrwaso 
s greater than that ot any city this sfdo ot 
;n»i Kooky Mountains. It closely resembles 
Chlcoffo lit its early stiigos of development, 
and like that great metropolis te at tho head 
>f navigation of a great inland sea. IB fast 
)«coniing tho most important railroad con- 
<JC in tho Northwest, and has a country 
.ributary to it that is pouring vast woultli 
nto its door. 


(Seventeen yoars ago a pioneer located his 
cabin on tho town site of Tuvoma. In nltico 
of the wilderness which surrounded that 
onoly homo aro now wnlendld streets, on, 
which ore thousands of Louses. Tlie bulki-

design of creation; and since this rule 
applies to the most significant of earth's 
objects, with what reason or sense can 
man hope to evade the universal re- 
sponsibility. To merely exist is not to 
live; it is to carricaturo and belittle the 
Tory mime of life. To live is to bo a 
living, active force in tlio world's des- 
tiny, and whether one bo a great or 
humble factor in what his time ac- 
complishes, a factor he must bo if ho 
would not. travesty the very idea of liv-

One of the easiest tilings in the world 


to do ia to find fault, and in no place 
are there as many opportunities for in- 
dulging in this kind of work as in the 
home. There are so many little things 
occurring among its inmates, where 
there is a family of any si/.e, such as 
the misplacing of a garment, leaving a 
door ajar, uttering a thoughtless word, in 
fact, a great many trivial things that to 
people inclined to find fault gives plentj 
of cause. , It is a disagreeable thing to 
find fault any way, to most of people, 
yet there are some who seem to like to 
do it simply for the sake of finding fault. 
These people do not mean to be chroni 
fault-finders, and itneveroccurs to them 
that they arc. They would not for tho 
world, be thought disagreeable, and 


• but for this one trait would bo generally 


very pleasant companions. 
They have 


acquired this habit; any of their friends 
will tell you that there was a time when 
they were not so ; but they began by 


^.ajoticing every little failing among thoii 


acquaintances, and the habit grew witl 
them until it appeared a part of thoii 
nature to notice and condemn every 
little fault, supposed or real. 
Thojj 


are very far from being perfect them 
selves;, in fact, they tli ink so unicl 
about other people's) imperfections thai 
they havo very little time to a*tlend t< 
their own. They would bo grieved and 
lini't should their friends retaliate by 
noticing every little eccentricity of 


eivH, and, perhaps, had their friends 


tbo courage to do so, it, mighh open 
their eyes to ilio unpleasiiuliioHsuf fault- 
i finding. It certainly would b» a dis- 


ntfvoeublo duty, if duty it might bo 
called, and few people would care to do 
it, unluss of tho s:\ino sl:inip as the fault- 
finders, iu which case it would do very 


ittle good.—Pacific Christian Advo- 
cate.

COUNT THE COST, 


Everything, no matter how small* has 


some value. Everything tised about 
any shop, mill, or place of business coats 
something, aud no matter how small it 
is, or how little its cost, it should in 
some way be accounted for. The old 
Scotch saying, "mony a mickle makes a 
muckol!" should always be kept in 
sight. Everything purchased should bo 
ihorpughly weighed and its value noted. 
The price paid for a thing is not an ex- 
ponent of its value. 
Its value consists 


in the return it brings. A book, paper, 
machine, or appliance is of no kind of 
value to ' its owner unless it gives him 
something in return, or renders an 
equivalent for time or money expended, 
and we should "count the cost." A 
thing we cannot use, and consequently 
is of no value to us, is dear at any price; 
we should "count the cost" before 
buying. 


Before buying any machine we should 


see : it, or its duplicate, -working under 
all the conditions the machine is calcu- 
lated to work under, and in no ease buy 
a second quality of tool or one that will 
do a small amount or au inferior quality 
of work. The cost should be counted, 
aud if more is paid for it than it will re- 
turn to-us in work performed, it is a 
dear purchase. 


The cost should be counted in buying 


belting. A poor belt is costly at any 
price, for it never runs w,ell or pulls 
well, and costs more in time to lace and 
reloce and patch than two or three good 
belts would in the end. Lacing should 
bo carefully selected. If you trust to. 
the dealer to select hides of lacing for 
you, ho always has a few hides of poor 
quality, and it is to his interest to get 
rid of this poor stock, and if yon leave 
he selection to him you will probably 
get one of these poor hides, therefore it 
s best always, before cutting them up, 
o see how much it will cnat you to 
use it. 


The first cost of anything is a small 


tern, and not a single thing should be 
>ought because it can be bought "for a 
riery song." What will it cost to use 
»r run it, comparatively ? If it isa ma- 
:hinc, count the cost of oil, belting, 
imo spent in repairs, and amount and 
luality of work done in a given time, and 
wmpure it with another machine doing 
tho same kind of work. 


In buying files there should be a close 


discrimination, for tiles are curious 


gs to buy. There are thousands of 


;heni so poor that a junk-dealer would 
not run the risk of stealing them, for 
)ho eost of carrying thorn to his pile ol 
old iron would be more ilian they were 
worth. The only way to get good files 
is to count the cost of using, and gel 
hold of some firm like Kearney & Foot, 
who always furnish a first-clans file, and 
stick to them. Don't ever buy, or beg, 
or even borrow, an acid re-cut file. 


Count the cost of hiring labor, and be 


careful iu selecting it. A man may be 
a good man for somebody, but not for 
you. 
A man to bo of value in any par- 


ticular business must be adapted to' it, 
and bo able to do it with ease and dis- 
patch. Simply because he is a man is 
no sign that he will be of value to yon 
as an employe. 
Count the cost o] 


everything in the sense of what value i) 
will be to you in using.—The WOOL 
Worker.

Some of 
thorn are largo stars, some of them small 
stars, some of them sweep a wide cir- 
cuit, iiml some-of them u small circuit, 
but so for as they are genuine they get 
their light from tho great central suit 
around whom they make revolution.
